Gen. »S, S. Burdette, ex -commander-in chief 
of the G. A. R. said: “I think the letter is a 
happy termination for the president’ and for 
the Grand Army of a situation which was 
deplored us much inside of the latter body us 
out of it. 
The whole m atter of the contro­ 
versy was unfortunate, but the surroundings 
had become so complicated regarding the 
president's proposed visit that his w ithdrawal 
in the way he announces it will lie generally 
regarded by Grand Arm y men as a fortunate 
occurrence.

NEW JERSEY TOW N NEARL Y WRECKED 


BY AN EXPLOSION.

, N. J., July 8 .—The ZyIonite 
works ex ploded 
hero Thursday morning, 
blowing the village nearly to atoms. 
The 
sides of houses were blown in, and terrible 
destruction ensued. 
The ex plosion occurred 
a t 11 o’clock. A Swede named Ilulangrem ami 
M iss Miehmore were instantly killed ami a 
num ber were seriously injured, one fatally. 
The works where tho ex plosion took place 
are located in the centre of the town. 
The 
nine buildings comprising the m anufactory 
were all brick with the ex ception of two. 
The ex plosion occurred in the dry ing room 
throw ing the machinery and debris high in 
the air, and scattering bricks ami m ortar for 
hundreds of feet around. 
Six of the nine 
buildings were totally demolished ami two 
others were p artially leveled to the ground. 
Fire followed immediately after the ex plos­ 
ion ami spread 
s«j rapidly that all th a t was 
left to burn was consumed in a very short 
time. 
Tho cause of the ex plosion is attributed to 
a new ha» id—a young Swede named August 
H ulangrem —who 
was carelessly handling 
some gun cotton. 
This, however, can not be 
positively known, as his body after the ex ­ 
plosion was found in a neighboring field hor­ 
ribly mangled. 
The only other person killed 
was Miss A. T. jM ichmore, a woman about 
30 years of age, forewom an in the collar and 
cuff departm ent. 
She was burned to death. 
Miss Miehmore had been sitting in an arm 
chair in the packing-room nearest the drying 
building when the ex plosion took place. 
The 
si« ie of the building and a mass of bricks were 
blow*» in upon her, burying her nearly to tho 
shoulders. 
Superintendent H. 
S. 
Barnes 
seized her arms and tugged desperately to ex ­ 
tricate her. 
Deputy Coroner Crane, Dr. 
Ex ton, ami others w ho had rushed into the 
grounds when the ex plosion occurred, joined 
him. The flames swept tow ard them and they 
clambered back through tho ruins. 
Mr. 
Barnes remained longest, and the flamos blis­ 
tered his face before he abandoned the girl, 
who was still living. 
Even after him two 
other workmen, Frendle and » Smith, rushed 
in and made another effort to drag tho girl 
out. 
8 he moaned as they tugged at her 
shoulders, but in an instant the flames drove 
them back. 
Most of the th irty people employed in tho 
works were foreigners, m any of them having 
only lately arrived in this country. 
Nearly 
all of them are more or less injured; none of 
their injuries, however, are thought to be of 
a futal nature. 
The ex plosion caused a panic in the village, 
hardly a house or store having a whole win­ 
dow' left. 
The Greenwood Lake railroad sta­ 
tion, which stands about 150 feet from the 
Zylonite works, w as badly w recked, the doors 
being blown off and other damage done. 
The 
forco of the ex plosion was so great tliut j» er- 
sons were knocked down in the streets ami at 
their houses. 
The factory was owned hy Philadelphia 
capitalists, ami tho principal articles pro­ 
duced were collars, cuffs, umbrella handles, 
piano kegs, etc., made from celluloid. 
Tho 
loss on the factory will reach $50,000, on 
which there is no insurance. 
Tho towmqx o- 
ple will lose several thousand « lollars. 
There 
is no fire ap p aratus in Arlington, but tho in­ 
habitants did everything in their power to 
quench the flames un« l look after the safety of 
th e employes.

Gladsto ne aro se amid vo cifero us cheering 
to o iler a co unter mo tio n that the lu ll be re­ 
jected, and in suppo rt o f his mo tio n said the 
bill was the Co nservative alternative to ho me 
rule, and therefo re l» o re an entirely different 
aspect fro m an o rdinary co ercio n bill. 
1 he 
o ld co ercio n measure« had I « eon aimed nt 
crime o nly, but the new o ne, passing beyo nd 
crime, was aimed at so cieties. 
He argued 
fro m statistics to pro ve that there was a 
marked decrease in the amo unt o f agrarian 
crime in Ireland, and declared the bill w as 
o piKJ sed no t o nly by a heavy mino rity in the 
ho use but by n majo rity o f the peo ple o f the 
co untry. 
The go vernment. Gladsto ne co n­ 
tended, was bo und to extend to o ccupiers o f 
land in Ireland perfect equality in rights an 1 
practices to tho se enjo yed by English trades 
unio ns, amo ng w hicu the practice o f co mbina­ 
tio n and exclusive dealing was sanctio ned. 
Co ncluding his lo ng speeo j Gladsto ne said the 
state o f Ireland after twenty years o f o p­ 
pressio n and wro ng was o ne o f misery and 
wretchedness. 
In the who le empire o f Great 
Britain there was no t a square yard o f terri­ 
to ry that England held by fo rce alo ne except 
Ireland. 
Balfo ur replying to Gladsto ne’s charges 
that the go vernment lmd bro ught in the bill 
as an alternative to Ins (Gladsto ne’s) ho me 
rule pro po sals, said he felt justified in saying 
that if tuat was the case it was amply suili- 
eient to reco mmend the measure to the ac­ 
ceptance o f the ho use. 
He co ntended that 
the amo unt o f crime in Ireland was greater 
than it was in 1870, w hen Gladsto ne had pro ­ 
po sed co ercio n, and ridiculed the Liberal 
leader’s co mpariso n o f trades-unio ns in Eng­ 
land with o rganizatio ns in Ireland designed 
to dismember the empire. 
William O'Brien signalized his reappear­ 
ance in the ho use by a vigo ro us sjn e *h in 
which he ¡» raised Gladsto ne in the highest 
terms, alluding to him as the real co nquero r 
o f Ireland, who had achieved victo ry by the 
exercise o f so ulful genero sity, while o thers 
had co nquered o nly by fo rce o f arms.

W hat Scientific M en H ave to Say o n th e 
Subject—U nm istakable Slg'v» . 
It can hardly be do ubted, I fear, that 
the supply bo th o f o il and pis has no w 
been so largely drawn upo n that w ithin 
less than a 
sco re o f years scarcely any 
will be left which can lx* bro ught at rea­ 
so nable co st into the market, 
Tiie bo un­ 
daries and extent o f the o il regio ns have 
been determined. 
AU the sands in which 
o il will ever l>e fo und in such quantities 
as to be wo rth wo rking are kno wn, and 
have been drilled thro ugh in vario us 
places. 
It is scarcely po ssible) that any 
new fields will be disco vered which will 
be co mparable either in extent o r pro ­ 
ductiveness with tho se no w kno wn. 
So 
far back as J anuary, 1883, Pro fesso r 
Lesley po inted o ut that no petro leum is 
no w being pro duced in the Devo nian 
ro cks, either by the pro cess akin to dis­ 
tillatio n o r o therwise. 
What has been 
sto red up in the past, a pro cess which 
pro bably lasted fo r millio ns o f years, 
may be go t o ut. 
But when these reser­ 
vo irs are exhausted there will Ixs an end 
o f the petro leum supply. 
‘ ‘The disco v­ 
ery o f a few’ mo re po o ls o f two o r three 
millio ns o f barrels each can make little 
difference.” 
Mr. Car 11, who se o pinio n 
o n the geo lo gy o f the o il bearing dis­ 
tricts may be regarded as decisive, has 
co me to a similar co nclusio n. 
“ There 
are no t at present, ’ ’ he po inted o ut quite 
recently, “ any reaso nable gro unds fo r 
expecting the disco very o f new fields 
which will add to tho declining pro ducts 
o f the o ld, so as to enable the o utput to 
keep pace with the shipments o r co n­ 
sumptio n. ’ ’ 
The sto red petro leum in this regio n has 
then been very nearly exhausted. 
In 
less than a generatio n a small part o f the 
po pulatio n o f this co ntinent alo ne has 
used Up nearly all the valuable sto res o f 
energy wdiich had been accumulated dur­ 
ing millio ns o f years o f the geo lo gic past.

Lesley and Mr. 
CarU. 
The signs o f exhaustio n in the o il 
pro ducing regio ns can no w be clearly rec­ 
o gnized. During the last fo ur years there 
has been a steady diminutio n in the o ut­ 
put, acco mpanied by an increase in the 
price per barrel, which nevertheless do es 
no t even maintain tho no minal annual 
value o f tho supply. 
Mr. Wrigley an­ 
no unced in 1882 that 154,000,000 barrels 
o f o il had already been raised up to the 
beginning o f that year, and expressed 
the o pinio n that no t mo re than 90,000,- 
000 barrels remained to be raised. 
In 
this last estimate he was undo ubtedly 
mistaken, fo r up to the beginning o f 1885 
no fewer than 201,000,000 barrels had 
been raised, and in the year 1885 as 
many as 21,042,041 barrels (nearly 3,000,- 
000 fewer than 1884) were o btained. But 
altho ugh the estimate in 1882 o f the 
quantity o f o il still remaining fell far sho rt 
o f the truth, and tho ugh we may admit 
as po ssible that even no w much mo re o il 
remains to be put o ut than the mo st ex­ 
perienced geo lo gists suppo se, the signs o f 
appro aching exhaustio n are yearly be­ 
co ming mo re unmistakable. 
The expense o f bringing the o il to the 
surface gro ws greater year by year, and 
threatens so o n to beco me so great that 
the pro fit o f wo rking the o il sto res will 
be evanescent. 
»So so o n as that state o f 
things is appro ached, we may be sure 
that the o il men’s o ccupatio n in Pennsyl­ 
vania and western New 
Yo rk will lx* 
go ne. 
It has been stated that t/o Jap an ­ 
ese, u n willin g to let tho least fractio n of 
the earth’s interio r sto res be lost, have 
been kn o wn to excavate a vertical shaft 
to a depth o f GOO l i t . in o rder to raise a 
few gallo ns o f oil per day. But in Amer­ 
ica, when the oil mines are so near ex- 
liaustio n as this, they will be abando ned; 
nay, they will lx? abando ned lo ng befo re 
they appro ach such a co nditio n. 
With 
tho failure o f the o il supply, aU the co l­ 
lateral branches o f industry asso ciated 
with it will fall to o .—Kno wledge.

lows the trunk, and last tin* head comes 
eddying down from somewhere out of 
the infinite.

bush'd herself about other work, but in a 
few m inutes returned, her thum b and 
m iddle linger touch the ex trem e ends of 
the eggs, a dex terous tw ist, and the egg 
was spinning like a teetotum . 
That egg 
was done and was at once put into the 
folds of u clean, w arm , w hite napkin; 
another was tried, but th at only wabbled 
ungracefully. 
“ Not cooked ye t,” was 
the verdict. 
The embers (braise) are 
raked a little closer round it and very 
soon it spins as well as the other and 
shares i t ; fate. 
It l<x >ka so easy and the 
eggs never seem to have the least inclina­ 
tion to move out of their charm ed circle; 
but let a stranger try, especially if he is 
a foreigner and of the m asculine persua­ 
sion, and the usual result is th at he is 
hopping about the room blowing his 
burnt lingers and the egg lies smashed in 
the m iddle of the floor.
